‘VISITORS ENTERTAINED, | 


A very ‘convivial gathering of 
footballers met at the South: China 
Redtaurant last night on tho, occa- 
sion of tho dinner given’ by the 
Hongkong branch of the National 
Chinese Amateur Athletic’ Federa- 
tion in honour of the team of 
Chinese footballers who recently 
arrived ‘from Shanghfi and en- 
gaged tho local players in an inter- 
port match, . . : 
” The chair was taken by Mr. Ng 
Sze-lkwong who, in proposing. the 
toast’ of the Estern China. Team, 

id that’ although Eastern China 
lost in the official match, the fact 
that everyone of its team did his 
best is what really, matters in 
sport. He' had" no doubt that 
every sportsman who goes to ses 
a match does ‘so not ‘so much’ to 
see one team defeat the other as 
to sea a clean and sporting game 
(applause) and in this respect, 
he was-quite sure that those who 
were present at the Chinese Inter- 
port Match were ‘well satisfied. 
The game was well played. If the 
better team won, that is the for- 
tune, of war. ' 

“If heiwas not mistaken, this was 
the firat time that a Chinese Inter- 
port has ‘taken place in Hongkong, 
or at least. this is the first time 
that one has been played under 
the auspices of the National Chin- 
asa Amateur Athletic. Federation, 
an organisation. formed not-many 
years ago with branches in prac- 
tically all the big cities in China, 
having for its object the encourage- 
ment of sport amongst the Chinese 
and the selection of the teams to 
represent China inthe Far Eastern 
Olympic Games. “| : 

Value of Sport. ‘ 

The formation of a federation 
of this kind to look after sport in 
China is indeed an important step, 
snowing the Chinese desire to take 
up games seriously.. They are be- 
ginning: to realise the value, of 
sport not only as the builder of a 
strong and healthy nation but alsa 
the best. means of creating a 
friendly atmosphere with peoples 
of other countries. F
